emplacements  (batteries),  (R)  infantry  or  combined  arms  field  train- 
ing areas  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity.

Tallinn  Military  Barracks  covers  approx- 
imately R0  acres  and  contains  23  barracks, 
4 administration  buildings,  19 storage  buildings, 
27  support  buildings,  and  1 unidentified  build- 
ing (Figures  2 and  3).

.11  Inn  Army  Barracks  Kopli) 
is  located  at  59-27 -40N  024-40-30E 


on  the  northeast  shore  of  the  Kopli  Peninsula 
approximately  2.1  kilomcrcrs  (km)  northwest 
of  Tallinn  Military  Barracks  (Figure  1). 

Tallinn  Army  Barracks  Kopli  covers  ap- 
proximately 80  acres  and  contains  22  bar- 
racks, 2 administration,  65  storage,  23  sup- 
port and  2 unidentified  buildings  (Figures  2 
and  3). 

A comparative  study  of  3 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions from  July  1962  to  July  1964  reveals 
little  physical  change  but  continuous  activity. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A rail  line  extending  from  the  Tallinn 
Railroad  Station  to  the  end  of  Kopli  Peninsula 
passes  adjacent  to  the  east  side  of  Tallinn 
Military  Barracks  and  through  the  center  of 
Tallinn  Army  Barracks  Kopli. 

Road  Service 

Both  installations  are  served  by  all-weather 
roads . 

Ad ministr  at  ion  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  Dl.  contains  23  multistory  barracks 
(9  U-shaped),  4 single  story  T-shapcd  admin- 
istration buildings,  and  7 support  buildings. 

Area  D2  contains  2 multistory  adminis- 
tration buildings  (1  F -shaped)  and  6 support 
buildings. 

Area  D3  contains  22  multistory  barracks 
and  6 support  buildings. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  LI  contains  11  multistory  storage 
buildings,  8 single -story  storage  buildings, 


20  support  buildings,  ant!  an  unidentified  multi- 
story L -shaped  building. 

Area  E2  contains  44  multistory  storage 
buildings,  14  single-story  storage  buildings, 
3 support  buildings,  an  unidentified  multistory 
building,  and  a possible  tank. 

Area  E3  contains  7 storage  buildings. 

POL  Storage  Areas 

There  is  no  POL  storage  within  the  instal- 
lations, but  5 large  fuel  tanks  arc  located  at 
the  rip  of  the  Kopli  Peninsula  approximately 
1.4  km  northwest  of  Tallinn  Army  Barracks 
Kopli.  Nine  smaller  tanks  are  approximately 
200  meters  north  of  Tallinn  Military  Barracks. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  H contains  8 support  buildings,  1 
unidentified  multistory  building  (possibly  a heat- 
ing plant),  and  1 possible  tank. 

Athletic  Field 

Aren  K.  is  an  oval  athletic  track. 
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
